Toronto Liquor Dealers Decide on a 
General Adyance.

It always pays to keep sober, but it is 
going to become eyen more profitable 
now, for the tavern-keepers haye de- 
cided apee a hold-up on the citizens 
who like an occasional touch. The 
booz purveyors met on Saturday night 
at the Hong Edward, and through 
inability to figure out any easier way 
of making a living, they decided to 
stay in business, pay the increased 
license fee and soak the sinners who 
occupy the outside of the bar to the 
extent of an all-round raise in the 
price of liquid refreshment without 
any guarantee that the purchaser 
would get what he pays for at that. 
““Oase goods” are to be l5c, This 
means whiskey, domestic and foreign, 
most of which haye been selling at 10c. 
a throw not measured out. Some 
drinkers take a booster of large pro- 
portions. Others go light on the 
spirit. The minimum price isto be 
15c. after May 7 and the hotel-keeper 
can charge as much more as the suf- 
tering thirty soul is willing to put up. 
Canadian case liquors cost the hotel 
men from $7 to $9 per dozen quart 
bottles, so it can be seen that the 
bonifaces haye left themselves a 
rather comfortable margin to work on 
if you figure out how many drinks 
there are in a bottle and what they 
would net at 15c. a drink, 

The draught whiskeys are to be 10c. 
adrink. Good draught whiskey costs 
$2.75 a gallon, and the water a lot of 
the barkeeps put in it before it is sold 
is cheape It often takes the place of 
case whiskey and will doubtless con- 
tinue to do so as long as the label on 
the bottle doesn’t get too dirty, 

Canadian ales and porters 
sin bottles are to be raised to 
for pints and 20c. for quarts. 
s is certainly a tender touch. 
Pints costs 60c. a dozen—5c. a bottle, 
Quarts costs 90c. a dozen, or The, a 
bottle. The draught ale that the can 
rusher gets through the side window 
will not be so much as heretofore for 
the lonely dime. The quantity for 
10c, is reduced to three half-pints. 
The beer costs the hotel men about 
28c. a gallon.

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NO PRIZES FOR LITTLE JAPS. 


School Rewards Are Unknown—Learn- 
ing for Learning's Sake. 


A Japanese lady lecturing in London 
recently said that the two most impor- 
tant lessons taught to Japenese children 
were loyalty to the Empire and love for 
their parents. b 

“If we do not love our country,” she 
stated, “we cannot love another. The 
very reason why you Brilish love for- 
cigners is because you have a well- 
ordered Government, and you love your 
country so well that it radiates on the 
foreigners. 

“Japanese children,” she continued, 
“have no nursery life; they are always 
looked after by their parents and 
grandparents, I certainly thine that 
the parents should always be close to 
their children, as their contact is most 
essential in moulding their character.” 

No child goes to school in Japan be- 
fore six years of age, and when there, 
besides the ordinary school curriculum, 
tw hours are set aside each week to 
feach the child ethical knowledge, and 
one hour a week is given to studying 
eliquette—how lo walk, pour out tea, 
bow, and hold the hands and fingers. 

“We do not give any prizes,” the lec- 
turer went on, “nor do we hold exami- 
nalions; no marks are given; the child 
is taught to learn for the sake of know- 
ledge, and not to obtain a certain num- 
ber of marks.”

Beetroot Sandwiches.—Take oa good- 
| colored, nicely-cooked beetroot and chop 
it finely, mix with a litle grated cheese, | 
season to taste, and put between sliccs 
}of bread and butter, 

German Froth Sauce.—Heat a wine-| 
glassful of sherry with a little sugar and 
grated lemon peel . Beat one egg, throw 
in the hot wine, and beat it to a froth, 
Serve at once with any boiled pudding. 

Pickle Sauce for Fried Fish.—Make | 
half a pint of melled butter sauce, add} 
to it a tablespoonful of chopped gher- 
kin or piccalilli, and a tablespoonful of 
}the vinegar from either. Boil for two 
minutes while stirring, and serve hol. 

Add crushed sago to pies and you 
will have a nice jelly in hem when 
cold. Add this in the proportion of a 
teaspoonful of sago to each pint of stock 
or water used This ensures a firm, 
clear jelly which tastes and looks nice. 

When using linned pears or apricots | 
for stewing, warm them in their own 
syrup; and, if necessary, add ao lille 
more lump sugar before flavoring wilh 
a squeeze of lemon-juice, A pretty gar- 
nish for these fruils is blanched and 
chonped almonds lightly dusted over. 

Use haricot beans instead of polatoes 
with roast joints and you will be de- 
lighted with the change. The beans 
must be first soaked overnight. To a 
pint of beans placed in a saucepan, add 
‘three pints of cold water; when it boils 
up, let the beans simmer for two hours, 
then drain. Serve with a good lump of 
butler and some chopped parsley. 

Pancakes.—Place two ounces of flour 
in a basin with a pinch of salt, stir in 
W well-beaten egg and a gill of imilk, 
taking care that there are no lumps in 
the batter. Fry about two tablespoon- 
fuls at a time for each pancake, Serve 
with lemon and sugar. 

Banana Fritters.—Beat }wo eggs thor- 
oughly and add them to half a pint of 
milk. Into a busin put two spoonfuls 
of flour and a good pinch of salt; in 
this gradually slir the milk and eggs. 
Let the batter stand for an hour or two. 
Cut some bananas into lengthwise 
slices, squeeze a few drops of lemon 
juice on each slice, and stand for a few 
minutes. Dip the prepared banana into 
the batter and fry in boiling lard. Sift 
some white sugar over and serve hot. 

Eggs a la Creme.—Hard boil six 
eggs; slice these thin in rings. In the 
bottom of a large baking-dish place a 
layer of breadcrumbs, then one of eggs. 
Cover -with bits of bulter, and season 
with pepper and salt.  Conilinue to 
blend these ingredients unllil the dish is 
fu, always having sufficient bread- 
crumbs to cover the eggs; over the 
whole pour half a pint of sweet cream 
or thick white sauce. Brown nicely in 
a mioderalely heated oven and serve 
hot, 

Chutney Recipe. — Necessary ingre- 
dients: One pound of salt, four pounds 
of sugar, half a pound of garlic, half a 
pound green ginger, one pound of sweet 
almonds, two pounds of stoned raisins, 
one pound of mustard seed, quarter of 
a pound of dried red chillies, eight 
pounds of finely chopped unripe juicy 
baking apples, and six quarts of vine- 
gar. Previous to blending these, soak 
the green ginger in vinegar for ten days.

Try ground carraways as flavoring 
for a simple cake, the ground spice be- 
ing preferred by many people to the 
whole seeds. 

To preserve maps brush over each 
with a solution of gutta-percha, which 
is quite transparent.

Milk jugs, whether for kitchen or table 
use, sliould always be wide enough at 
the top to allow thorough cleansing 
with a cloth or brush. 

If raisins and currants are rolled in 
flour before using them in cakes or 
puddings and then added al the last 
they will not sink to the bottom. 

When cooking a large fowl allow 
three-quarters of an hour for it to roast, 
and baste continually with clarified fat;

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Cheap Power Wanted. 


The work of the Hydro-Electric 
Commission within the past few 
months has directed universal 
attention to the latent power 
literally going to waste in all parts 
of Ontario, There are hundreds of 
small water powers that with proper 
development could be made to yield 
the cheapest kind of Electric power 
to driye the wheels of countless 
industries, In no part of the proy- 
Ynce does this apply with more force 
than in our own County of Hastings. 

With the great capabilities of 


interested in this section, but with 
the Moira ‘at our door’’ the pos- 
sibilities were brought home to us 
most forcibly by Mr. James at the 
public meeting in Madoc last week, 
reported elsewhere. 

The Commission reports that 
about 5000 H.P. is the normal con- 
dition of the Moira river and tribu- 
taries. What consumption of coal 
does 5000 H.P. represent ? 

A consumption of 5 lbs. of coal 
per H.P. per hour is good practice. 

A 24 hour service would consume 
300 tons every day. 

For one year, 365 days, 109,500 
tons, . 

At 35 per ton, $547,500 ! 

That is the reason why we haye 
no manufacturing industries in this 
section, bat this can be oyercome 
by utilization and development of 
our natural waterfalls. 

The question of lumberman’s 
rights to the waters of the Moira is 
another drawback, but as Mr. 
James so ably pointed out, this can 
be remedied only by the Government 
stepping in and controlling the 
whole water supply, and arranging 
for the proper storage of the same 
for power purposes. 

What is the value to the people 
of the small drives of logs now us- 
ing all or nearly all of this water to 
bring them to the Bay ? 

All the timber now remaining on 
the limits can be brought to 
market as cheaply, by adopting 
methods in use elsewhere, as by 
driving. 

Water storage and Government 
Control will reyolutionize the 


cheap power question. The people 
interested will do the rest. 


f —Mr, Witson, of Lennox, has 
introduced a bill in the House of 
Commons to wipe out the increased 
indemnity for members and to 
abolish the pensions for ex-Cabinet 
Ministers.

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About the Farm 
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BROOD SOWS AND PIGS. 


+ tte terrors 
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Feed the sow lightly for a few days 
before and after farrowing. A purely 
grain-fed hog is never comfortable. 
fhe stomach and bowels must be rea- 
sonably distended by bully food, given 
along with a nutritious ration, Turnips 
ov roots of any kind are a valuable food 
for the sow during the winter. They 
produce an active condilion and this is! 
especially important for the brood sow. |} 
Do not kee her on a@ corn diet, . Corn’ 
Should form only a very small part, at 
the most, of her ration. A small amount 
can be fed in conjunction with mid- 
dlings or bran to supply heat. 

The sow about to farrow must have 
a shallow bed of finely cut straw or 
chaff. Pigs ure often caught in the hol-| 
low of a deep bed or become tangled ‘n| 
the straw and are crushed by the| 
mother, It is well to place a fender in| 
the sow’s stall so that she cannot crush} 
the pigs against the wall. Cure should| 
be taken that the sow is not placed 
where there is much noise or excite- 
ment or she is Mable to kill the pigs in 
trying to protect them. 

Do not keep the little pigs confined 
on a board floor. They will become 
erooked legged and deformed if thus 


treated. Let them run out of doors on 
pleasant days. Get them out of the nest 
and make them run about, for if they 
Se not get exercise they will become too 
at. 

When feeding have a trough that Is 
low enough for them to get their noses 
in and drink with the sow for in this 
way they will soon learn to get their 
own living. Do not place their corn in 
a trough, for they will eat too fast-and 
will not chew it. It is better to scatter 
the grain around on the floor where 
they will have to pick it up and thus 
take more time. 

If pigs are fed in this way, they are 
gelling about two-thirds of their living 
from the feed trough by the time they 
are old enough to wean, and instead of 
weaning being a revolution it will be an 
evolution. 

Wean the pigs when eight or ten 
weeks old. Place in a pen that is not 
close to the sow, for they will forget her 
Sooner if they cannot hear her squeal- 
ing.. Give extra care so as to avoid any 
check in growth. Give skim milk and 
middlings, a little at a time, and often, 
as the pigs have been used to teking 
their food at will, 

Do nol feed the sow rich food until 
the milk flow has been checked. It .s 
always best to let her depend on pas- 
ture and water alone for food. And if 
given good pasture and plenty of fresh 
water she will soon regain her lost 
flesh and will need no extra food. 


PUSHING EARLY LAMBS. 


It is an excellent plan to have some 
small pens in or near the shed.. As fast 
as the lambs come, they can be re- 
moved with the mother, to these pens, 
where they can be cared for much bet- 
ter than if compelled to remain with 
the flock. An old-fashioned teapot, with 
a round spout, on which one can pul a 
rubber nipple, is convenient to carry 
milk from cows. that have recently 
freshened, and feed the little lambs, as 
they seem to require more than they are 
getting from the mother. The teapot is 
also very convenient to set on the stove, 
or hold in hot water, to heat the milk 
for immediate use. Care and attention 
must bo given all the litle details. 

Fix a little creep that the lambs can 

go through. As fast as they are large 
enough to take out of the pens and put 
with the flock with their mothers, they 
can be allowed to go into an adjoining 
pen, or room, where they can be fed 
some grain. Bran and fine middlings, 
that has been sweetened a little with 
granulated sugar, are excellent. 
"As soon as they begin to eat, leave 
out the sugar and add oats to the other 
feeds. Feed only as much as they will 
eat each half day and clean the trough 
each time before putting in ® new sup- 
ply. Lambs are very fastidious and will 
not eat if there is the least bit of dirt in 
or near the feed. Put some clover hay 
where they can pick it over, Change 
that which has been pigked over for a 
fresh supply often. 

Continue to feed both lambs and ewes 
grain as long as they are retained in 
the sheds, If a regular and reasonable 
supply of roots can be given the ewes, 
it will help them to give a larger 
amount of milk and consequently push 
the lanibs along faster, Afler the sheep 
are turned out to grass and are brought 
in at night it is a good plan to keep up 
the grain feeding, leaving out the mid- 
lings, if necessary, and feed the bran 
and oats, 
| If it is desirable to market the lambs 
| early they can be crowded right along 

until they have attained the weights 
{that the market requires. To one who 
|has not followed this practice the re- 
sults. will be surprising. I know in- 
lstantes where lombs have gained a 
|pound per day, after the first month lo 
the time of marketing.

It has been 
found that a good feed of mixed grain, 
early In the morning, followed by some 
e foughage will serve Sbis purpose

PREPARING TEAMS FOR WORK. 


Horses just teken up after a lorg rest 
do not need much grain at first, but ine 
quantity should be increased, little by 
little, as time advances and amount of 
labor, increases. We should remember 
that the system is not in a condition to 
digest and assimilale much feed at first, 
but that the capabilities will increase, 
gradually, as, the system requires, to 
maintain it under the increased effort 
required to perform the extra amount 
of labor. Increase in capabilities in 
jfeeding and capabilities for labor can 
tbe developed slowly at the same time 
under judicious management; but a 
horse that has been idle any great 
length of time cannot be transformed 
suddenly from the soft, flabby condi- 


tion to a hardened vondilion capable of 
sustained effort and endurance.

As the annual reissue of 
licenses .takes place on May ist, all 
hotels and liquor stores will thus begin 
from that date to nay the higher license 
provided for in the measure. The bill 
received its third reading in the Legis- 
lature on Thursday. 


- EDUCATION DEPARTMENT. 


Hon. Dr. Pyne’ bill respecting the 
Education Department, was passed 
through the committee slage. 

AFTER AUTOMOBILISTS; 

The Municipal Committee discussed 
the various proposed amendments to the 
automobile legislation. Hon. Mr. Hanna, 
the chairman, thought that if a clause 
could be added lo_the present law pro- 
viding for the arrest on sight and sum- 
mary dealing wilh offenders it would go 
a long way toward pulling a stop to 
reasons for the present numerous com- 
plaints. The Government could then 
give the so-called frontier police some- 
thing to do to earn their salary by Ci 
tributing them along the roads run- 
ning to the frontier, but not close to the 
line, say, ten to fifteen miles back, with 
orders to arrest all automobilists break- 
ing the regulations. If the offenders 
were then properly punished the effect 
would be salutary. A few object les- 
sons of that nature would be sufficient, 
he thought, to impress the aulomobilists 
with the necessity of obeying the law. 

THE MUNICIPAL ACT. 

A number of bills making various 
amendments to the municipal act were 
approved of. One of these gives muni- 
cipalilies the right to take stock in or

SIXTY-FIVE MILLION DOLLARS 
Gigantic Losses of Briitsh Companies in 

San Francisco Fire. 


A despnich from London says: The 
Lritish fire companies are beginning to 
get from their San Francisco agents 
preliminary estimates of the liabilities 
on account of the earthquake and fire. 
The Royal's agents cable that the corm- 
pany’s loss may reach £1,350,000, This 
is about sixty-three times the premium 
income received by the company and its 
subsidary company from San Francisco 
during 1905. Taking this ratio for the 
basis on which to calculate the Mabili- 
tiles of all the British companies and 
their subsidaries, it works out that these 
companies in the aggregate may be call- 
ed upon to pay £13,000,000, It would 
appear, however, that the British com- 
pinies ultimately will pay considerably

The Dominion’s first necessity is 
more railroads, and it is getting them. 
Great Poverees will be made this year, 
The mild weather of the winter has 
kept the expenses of the exist ing com- 
panies down and encouraged them to 
undertake projects not before contem- 
plated for the immediate future, 

The Grand Trunk Pacific has under 
contract this spring 775 miles of the 
line with which it expects to carry 
grain out of Northern Alberta next 
year. The Canadian Northern Rail- 
way will at once spend $2,600,000 for 
additional rolling stock, and it is 
building a line toward Hudson's Bay. 
The Oanadian Pacific has on band pro- 
jects calling for the expenditure in the 
North-West during the next two 
years of $6,000,000, exclusive of the 
$7,500,000 recently authorized for 
rolling stock, James J. Hill, the 
American magnate, already has 
4,000 men at work on a railroad he 
intends to build in Canada from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. It will con- 
nect with the Great Northern system 
in the U.S., and have branches 
throughout the three great western 
Provinces of Canada, 

Under these circumstances the 
future of the Dominion is not hard to 
read,

Government Inspection, 


There are about 1,100 cheese fac- 
tories and creameries in the Province. 
A vast majority of them are up to the 
mark in equipment and sanitary con- 
ditions. A number are not. “Local 
Boards of Health haye power to 
enforce the carrying out of regula- 
tions regarding their cleanliness and 
sanitary condition, but experience has 
shown that they do not do so, 
Goyernment inspectors thoroughly 
independent of local feeling or affilia- 
tions would, it is urged, be able to 
rigidly enforce the regulations with- 
out fear or fayor, thus insuring the 
making of cheese and butter in all the 
factories and creameries ot the Prov- 
ince under proper conditions, At the 
most not more than two inspectors 
would be required. 

Under the heading of ‘ dairies” 
would be included thousands of places 
from the big dairy furms, where dairy- 
ing is a scientific business, to the ordi- 
nary farms and other places where 
the milk of a few cows is sold to the 
factories and creameries, It would 
take ‘an army of inspectors to look 
aftev these closely, and there is no 
thought of doing that. But much 
could be done, it is contended, through 
information obtained at the factories 
and creameries, systematic tours of 
dairies in various districts, and so on, 
when the time of the inspectors per- 
mitted, to make even those * dairies,” 
which ave only incidentals to the 
farms, models so far as sanitary con- 
ditions are concerved. — Alexandria 
News.

Weed; but no perceptible amount of 
clover. By increasing the nitrogen big- 
ger crops were not'wilh grass up to} 
96 per cent, and everything else crowd-! 
ed out, but the grasses were restricted 


these there were no bottom grasses. 
That was the effect of grass overfeeding | 
with nitrogen. When potash was left} 
cut there was a difference of half a 
ton and a great difference in appear- 
ance. The feeding value was much less. 

The change of manures affects cloy- 
ers. When ammonia was stopped on} 
one plot there was 75 per cent of grass | 
and 20 per cent of weeds. Minerals 
were substituted and there was a great 
increase of clover year by year until it 
Was more than half the herbage. In 
another plot potash was dropped out, 
and the clover fell from 20 per cent to 
&S per cent. Lime greatly increased the 
crop of clover, where potash had been 
| 4sed before the lime liberated the stored 
| ip potash, setling it to work, and stimu-| 
j lating the clovers. One practical ques-! 
tion is whether it is wise to lay down 
land for hay every year; cutting it, and | 
| giving sulphate manure; or hay land 
;one year ond graze it the next. From 
}experience I think it is better to  sticl 
fo one thing, Give certain flelds suit- 
able manure, and hay them every year. 
When we grow a crop of hay we en- 
} courage certain tall grasses, which make 
up the bulk of the crop, but if the next 
year we grazed it, the tall grasses would 
)be kept under by the cattle, and the 
dwarf grasses encouraged. 

If it is decided to hay land every year 
what sort of manure should be used? 
Formyard manure no doubt makes the 
soil more resistant to drought, and ev- 
en chopped straw, by sheltering the 
grass in the early spring growths, 
starts the growth, But if we are going 
fo mow every year we must maunre 
every year. The poorer the land the less 
can wenfford{o spendon manures. An 
expensive manure on poor land is wast- 
ed. Unless the grasses are there to take 
advantage of the manures, the latter 
are not likely to bring a profitable re- 
turn. The character of the herbage 
must be reformed, 

If we are going to sell the hay we 
should naturally uso more nitrogen, 
than if it is to be consumed at home,

CHEAP POWER PROBLEM 
HAS NOW BEEN SOLVED. 


Provincial Commission will Con- 
struct Tranemission Lines to the 
Municipalities.

THE PROVINCE ADVANCES TILE MONEY 
BUT MUNICIPALITIES MUST REPAY 
THE LOAN LN THIRTY YEARS, 


In the new power Dill which was 
introduced in the Legislatnre this 
week by Hon. Adam Beck, cbuir- 
man of the Hydro-Klectric Commis- 
sion, the Whitney Government has 
more than realized the expectations 
of the promoters of cheap power 
throughout the proyince, 

The bill should proye eminently 
satisfactory to the people at large, 
however it may be viewed by some 
private corporations. The proy- 
ince undertakes the cost of con- 
structing the transmission lines to 
the varions municipalities and to 
the distributing stations, but the 
municipalities are required to repay 
this outlay in thirty annual instal- 
ments. They will like. wise pay 4 
per cent. on the cost until the whole 
sum is repaid. In addition to this 
there will be the cost of operating 
and a reasonable prvfit to the 
generating companies, but when 
all is said and done, power will be 
turnished at a price which should 
satisty the most sanguine among 
those who have been pressing the 
Government to take action. 


How Cheap Power will be Obtained. 


The Government will appoint a 
permanent commission to oversee 
the relations between the existing 
power companies and the 
municipalities. 

This body will be empowered to 
fix the rates at which electricity 
shall be sold in the yarious portions 
of the province, and may, with the 
consent of the Crown, expropriate 
privileges already granted to 
priyate companies. 

The province will borrow money 
to be expended by the commission 
on the construction of transmission 
lines and distributing plarts. 

Municipalities desiring to partici- 
pate in the plan may enter into con- 


tracts with the commissioners for 
the supply of power at rates which

‘The boundary belween United States 
and Canada is being carefully marked, 
«i band of surveyors representing both 
countries,

them. I have been upon the line sev- 
eral limes during my travels in Canada, 
writes Frank G. Carpenter from Otla- 
wa to the Chicago Record-Herald, 

At the town of Laurier, in British Co- 
lumbia, I found the depot bullt on both 
sides of the boundary. ‘There was a 
mark drawn diagonally across the plat- 
form, on one side of which was painted 
in red an enormous American eagi¢c 
with the words United States below it. 
and on the other side Canada and a pie- 
ture of the maple leaf. 1 planted one of 
my feet on the eagle and the other on 
the leaf and stood for a time astride 
the division which separates John Bull's 
American possessions from those “f 
Uncle Sam, Looking to the south I 
could, in my imagination, see the Rock- 
ies rolling onward for thousands of 
miles to our Mexican boundary and et 
the north the mountains of, Canada 
and the snow and ice of the British 
America extending almost to the pole. 

In company with C. E. Stone, the gen- 
eral passenger agent of the Great North- 
ern Railroad, who was with me, I walk- 
e! eastward a few steps to look at one 
of the brass posts which had just»been 
put up to mark the boundary. The posts 
ore only a few miles apart and they are 
being pul up along the whole line, with 
{he exception of the great lakes, from 
the mouth of the St. Lawrence to Puget 
Sound. As I stood beside the post it 
reached to my shoulder, It is, 1 judge, 
about five feet high, eight inches thick 
al the bottom, tapering to four inches 
thick at the top, where it ends in a 
lille pyramid as sharp as that which 
caps the Washinglon monument. The 
post is made of brass or copper plates 
soldered together, and so set in a bed- 
ding of cement that it looks like solid 
metal. Indeed, I did not know it was 
hollow until I tapped it with my knife. 


‘LINE MARKED BY POSTS. 


One side of this post bore the word 
“Canada” in raised letters, and the op- 
posite side “The United States.” On 
another side was the inscription:

AID FOR EMIGRANTS! 


Municipal aid is now being furnished 
to emigrants from Leith, Scotland, and 
the result is being watched with great 
interest. The unemployed workmen act 
of 1905 authorizes the appointment of 
distress committees by the local authori- 
ties of cities and towns and provides 
that “the central body may, if they 
think fit, in any case of an unemployed 
person referred to them by the distress 
committee, assist that person by aiding 
the emigration or removal to another 
area of that person and any of his de- 
pendents, or by providing or contri- 
buting toward the provision of tem- 
porary work.” Any expenses incurred 
which shall not be met by voluntary 
contributjons are to be paid out of the 
rates or ‘taxes. . 

Leith is the first municipality in Scot- 
land, if not in the United Kingdom, to 
adopt an emigration scheme. ‘There are 
about four hundred unemployed work- 
men in that-city, and it is proposed by. 
the distress committee to send to Can- 
ada as many as are physically fit for 
farm work and are willing to emigrate, 
A limited number of married men, with 
their wives and children, will be in- 
cluded in the list. 

To insure the physical fitness of emi- 
grants for residence in the Dominion 
the applicants are medically examined. 
Each adult emigrant receives two new 
complete outfits of clothing, a steerage 
ticket and $5 or $6 pocket money. It is 
calculated that the cost to the taxpayers 
will slightly exceed $40 for each adult 
person sent abroad, not including the 
outfits of clothing, which, it is believed, 
will be largely provided by contribu- 
tions of apparel and money. The first 
party of emigrants have been guaran- 
teed work for twelve months on dairy 
farms in Ontario. Four are married 
men, over thirty and under forty years 
of age. With one or two exceptions the 
single men are between the-ages of 
twenty and thirly. 

The development of the Leith emigra- 
tion scheme is watched with much in- 
terest and not without misgiving by the 
people of Edinburgh and other com- 
munities in Scotland. The extent lo 
which it can be carried seems measur- 


able only by the very elastic term 
“unemployed.”

PIGEON FARM. 


Nowhere in the world, in all proba- 
bilily, can so many tame pigeons be 
seen in the air as on the pigeon farm 
or ranch which is to be found near Los 
Angeles, in Southern California, ~This 
part of the world is especially favorable 
}for pigeon-rearing. They have few 
natural enemies, hawks being very 
scarce, while the perpetual summer is 
an important factor. The farm covers 
about eight acres of sandy, gravelly 
soil, and there is an abundant supply 
of fresh water, Fifteen thousand birds 
fairly cover the ground and lof{s, so 
that at times from oa distance it ap- 
pears as though some of the spow from

The 
dish should be filled with water into 
which the browned flour has been 
beaten. The pie should be baked two 
hours—and the result isn’t likely to be 
as satisfactory as produced by the boil- 
and-bake process. 

Stuffed Leg of Multon.—Take the bone 
oufof a small leg of mutton.— Fill the 
vatant place with a stuffing made of 
{wo cups of browned bread crumbs, a 
chopped onion, a chopped apple, 
sprinkles of powdered savory and salt 
and pepper, enough butter to make the 
mixture moist, and a half glass of cur- 
rant Selly. Sew the end of the leg se- 
curely. Put slices of sall pork over one 
side of the leg—and put into a baking 
pan in which there is a cup of water. 
Bake slowly about two and a half hours. 
When done put on platter and serve 
with the gravy in the pan, made rich 
with a liltle browned flour paste and 
butter, and the other half of the glass 
of currant jelly. 

To make Irish hash, put into the pan 
a good-sized lump of butter, and, when 
the pan is hot, add, according to the 
members of the’ family, the desired 
quantity of finely chopped corned beef, 
and Jet it heat. The potatoes should be 
freshly baked, scooped out from the 
skins while hot, and added to the beef, 
and the mixture seasoned with salt, 
pepper, and a dash of nutmeg, and a 
dash of onion juice, moistened with 
chicken broth or beef stock, and served 
piping hot. 

For a pepper omelet, melt an ounce 
of butler in a saucepan, and in it stir 
two spoonfuls of flour, Use one pint of 
beef stock, half a dozen good-sized 
mushrooms, half a dozen whole pep- 
pers,. Season with salt, pepper, a dash 
of nulmeg, and ccok for twenty min- 
utes. When done, add a half-pint of 
shrimps, three fresh peppers, chopped 
fine, and let simmer for five minutes. 
Prepare a plain omelet and pour in the 
mixture before it is turned over. Serve 
on hot plates. 

Boiled Icing for Cakes.—In the making 
of boiled icing for cakes great patience 
must be exercised in the boiling of the 
sugar and water. Mix thoroughly be- 
fore placing on the stove, one cupful of 
sugar to one-fourth of a cupful of cold 
water. While this is boiling beat rapid- 
ly the white of one egg, to which a pinch 
of cream of tarlar has been added. Be 
careful that none of the yolk is allowed 
in the white, as this prevents the egg 
from being beaten dry and stiff. Test 
the syrup frequently by dipping the tip 
end of the spatula inlo the syrup and 
Jetting it fall into a cup of cold water. 
The secret is, just the moment the syrup 
in striking the cold water congeals and 
falls at once into a round, soft mass in 
the boltom of the cup and retains its 
shape for a second it is then ready to 
pour in a sleady stream upon the 
beaten white of egg. ‘To do this pro- 
perly grasp the syrup kettle with the 
left hand, and, while pouring upon the 
egg, beat with the Dover egg beater, 
holding it by the handle. When all the 
syrup is in give the icing a thorough 
beating until cool enough to spread 
upon the cake. The use of the Dover 
beater gives a most beautifully white 
and glossy appearance to the icing, not 
obtained otherwise. Any flavor can be 
added just before spreading upon cake. 
If nuls are used they should be sprink- 
led dry upon the cake and then covered 
over wilh the icing. Nuts mixed in the 
foing gives a cloudy appearance nol 
pleasing to tho eye. Chocolate dis- 
solved and while hot canbe ndded to 
the icing or spread upon the cake and 
ihen covered with the while icing.

THE “SOO” GUARANTEE. 
Hon. Col. Matheson submitted a state- 


ment respecting the “Soo” guarantee. 
The slatement was as follows :— 


“In regard to the loan commonly 
known as the Sault Guarantee Loan for 


: ~ $2,000,000, falling due on the first of 


May, the Canadian Improvement Com- 
pany, whose certificates were guaran- 
teed by the province, found that they 
were unable to have the province re- 
lieved of the whole guarantee. After 
negotiations, it was agreed that’ the 
province should release one-half of the 
collateral securities, being a portion of 
the bonds, income bonds and stock of 
‘the Lake Superior Corporation, and the 
Canadian Improvement Company pro- 
cured a loan for $1,050,000 without the 
guarantee of the province, 

“As it was found that the further sum 
of $1,000,000 required could not be ob- 
tained without the guarantee of the 
province, the Government, under the 
authority of the Act passed during the 
present session, guaranteed certificates 
for $1,000,000, payable with interest at 
the rate of 5 per cent. per annum in 
six months from the 1st of May, in re- 
newal of one-half of the former certifi- 
cales, and on these the Canadian Im- 
provement Company obtained a loan of 
$1,000,000, the whole of this $2,000,000 
principal money, and $50,000 interest, 
was paid into the Morton Trust Com- 
pany on the 1st of May instant. 

“The Government's present liability is 
on renewal certificates of the Canadian 
Improvement Company for $1,000,000 
payable with interest at 5 per cent. per 
annuin on Jst November next at the 
office of the Morton Trust Company, and 
for this guarantee the Morton ‘Trust 
Company hold as security for the pro- 
vince ‘the pledged securities,’ being all 
the stock and bonds of the Algoma 
Central and Manitoulin Railways, and 
the morlgage on the vessels of the com- 
pany. and also one-half of the ‘collateral 
securilies’ formerly held, being $1,209,- 
000 bonds of the Lake Superior Corpora- 
tion out of $10,000,000, $153,000 Income 
bonds out of a total of $3,000,000, and 
$2,682.000 of the stock of the sald cor- 

porations oul of a tolal of $40,000,000.

YUKON TERRITORY. 

Mr. Oliver introduced a bill providing 
6 mining code for the Yukon Terrilory 
which, he explained, was brought down 
in response to the request of the Yukon 
Council, and at the express wish of the 
people of the Yukon, who desired to 
have existing regulations in regard to 
placer mining crystallized into statu- 
tery law, with, of course, some amend- 
ments to meet the changed conditions.

CAPTAIN AND TWO MEN DROWNED. 
The Tug Clipper Sprang a Leak in 
Georgian Bay. 


A despatch from Owen Sound Says: 
‘The steamer Manitou brought in the 
body of one of three yictims of the first 
disaster on the lakes this season. The 
body is that of Edward Fletcher, engin- 
eer on the tug Clipper, which sank off 
the Bustard Islands early Monday 
morning with the loss of the lives of 
three out of the crew of four: Capt. 
McIntosh, French River. Edward Flet- 
cher, Cutler, engineer; Robert Johnston, 
Midland, fireman. 

On Sunday morning she cleared from 
Midfand in command of Capt. Peter 
McIntosh, of French River, to go into 
commission for her new owners. Ed- 
ward Fletcher, of Culler, was acting as 
engineer, and Robert Johnson, of Mid- 
land, as fireman, with Albert Beaty, 
Midland, as cook. Between Byng Inlet 
and French River early Monday morn- 
ing the boat began to leak so badly that 
an attempt was made to beach her, 
which was unsuccessful, and the crew 
atlempled to’save themselves in a small 
yawl, which, however, was not in a 
condition to hold them, and capsized. 
They managed to reach the sunken 
tug, the deck-house of which was not 
fer below the water, and by climbing 
on it saved themselves for a time. A 
fishing boat was sighted, but could not 
be attracted by their signals of distress. 

About 7 o'clock Monday evening 
Beatty started out on a raft made”of 
a pall rack and a broken door, and 
taade his way to a small island, one 
oi the Buslards. where he remained 
{ili he was rescued about thirly hours 
later in a semi-delirious condition, 
from hunger and exposure, by a fisher- 
man named William Hazzard. A 
search for the others proved fruitless, 
and Beatly was taken to the Bustard 
station of the Dominion Fish Company,

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Workmen Boring for a Sewer Sirike a 
Pocket. f 


A Fort Frances despatch says: Con- 
siderable excilement has been caused 
here by the discovery of natural gas. 
While boring to fest the soil prepara- 
tory to pulling in a sewer on Mowat 
and Scott streets, workmen bored to the 
depth of thirteen feet, and, noticing a 
smell of gas, a match was applied, and 
it burned with a clear flame for some 
time. There is no doubt that gas and 
lignite coal can be found in great quan- 
tilies underlying the town site, as-speci- 
mens of coal have been found in several 
places.

A recent interyiew with President 
Shaunessy, of the O.P.R., brings out 
the fact that the improyements to this 
great trans-continental line through 
this section of Ontario will certainly 
be carried into effect in the near 
future, and which it is hoped will giye 
Madoc a place on the main line. The 
interyiewer says :— 

The President of the C.P.R. was 
asked what the company had in view 
as regards an inland lake pralOscanng 
ing fleet, to keep up with the supply 
ot grain that would result from the 
completion of the double track be- 
tween Winnipeg and Fort William 
and the building of the contemplated 
new branch from Victoria Harbor, on 
the Georgian Bay, to Peterboro on the 
main line between Toronto and Mont- 
real. He replied that both these 
improyements would be carried out as 
quickly as possible, and when com- 
pleted the company would undertake 
to provide new vessels for the lakes, 
and he hoped that they would be 
built by a Canadian shipbuilding com- 
pany. Victoria Harbor would also 
of necessity be equipped with suffi- 
cient eleyator capacity and dockage 
tacilities to handle the grain from the 
stern wheat fields. The line across 
Peterboro would have a grade of 
but four-tenths of one per cent., and 
in order to make the transportation 
of grain as direct and as convenient as 
possible to the head of ocean naviga- 
tion at Montreal, the line east from 
Peterboro would be greatly improyed, 


Must Vote or be Disqualified. 


Non-Voters to Lose Franchise For 
Six Years. 


Ottawa, May 15,—The special Parlia- 
mentary Committee which has been 
considering measures for the improye- 
ment of our Parliamentary election 
laws, adopted to-day a provision to 
disqualify for a term of six years any 
voter who neglects to use his fran- 
chise ; also another provision designed 
absolutely to forbid the employment 
of rigs in elections. The clauses re- 
commended are as follows :— 

‘1, Any person who does not vote 
at an election at_ which he is qualified 
to vote shall be disqualified from vot- 
ing at a similar election for a term of 
six years, 

2, No person shall, however, be so 
disqualified if he has been preyented 
from yoting by illness or by any other 
good and sufficient reason, and any 
such person may obtain from a judge 
of any court of record, upon satisfy- 
ing such judge upon oath on affirma- 
tion that he has a good and sufficient 
reason for not voting, a certificate of 
enfranchisement annulling the dis- 
qualification, 

«3, Any person who, while disqual- 
ified under the provisions, votes or at- 
tempts to yote in any election,shall be 
liable to a fine of not less than $50 and 
costs and not more than $100 and 
costs, or,in default of payment of such 
fine and costs, to imprisonment for 
any term not exceeding three months 
and not less than one month, with or 
without hard Jabor.”

Deseronto, Ont., May 18,—During a

the building. 

Relief was sent ont from Deseronto, 
but as there was no Water within 
reach they could offer no resistance to 
the flames.

CASH AID TO RAILWAYS. 


Premier Whitney made an announce- 
ment of the Government's policy with 
reference to grants to railways. It had 
been decided, he said, to grant $3,000 
per mile, for 25 miles, or $75,000 in all 
to the Bruce Mines & Algoma Railway, 
commencing thirteen miles north of 
Bruce Mines. This was done to enable 
the opening up of the copper mines in 
the Bruce Mines district. A grant of 
$5,000 a mile was to be made to the 
Canada Central Railway Company, or 
any company which would do the work, 
forya railway from Little Current to a 
poirl\ thirteen miles from Sudbury, 
where it will connect with a line al- 
ready laid; a distance of fifty-three 
miles. At $5,000 per mile the latter 
means a grant of $265,000, and the two 
grants would therefore total $340,000. 


PRESIDENT LOUDON RESIGNS. 


The Premier announced that he had 
received a letter some time ago from 
President Loudon of the University of 
Toronto, in which that gentleman sald 
he had desided to resign. Both the 
Premier and the Hon. Mr. Ross spoke 
warmly of President Loudon’s work for 
the university. 


BILLS PASSED. 


The power bill was read a third time 
and passed without discussion and 
without a vole. The university bill, the 
mines act, the county Councils act, and 
the education act were among many 
other measures read a third time. An 
amendment to the city of Toronto's bill 
giving the city power to sell feed in the 
cattle market was defeated in commit- 
tee.

Heart and Brain. 


If any man will como after me let him 
deny himself and take up his cross daily 
and follow me.—Matt.. xvi, 24. 

There is such a thing as supremely 
sellish self-denial. A man retires into 
the monk's pietic seclusion; he isolates 
himself from interest in the world bal- 
dles; he shuts..imself from sympathy 
with the’ tes of business, civil, 
and cyeit social life. To him these 
things are carnal. He is engrossed wilh 
the complication of interpretations of 
languages long dead, or with visions of 
an unknown heaven, and this, he thinks, 
is living the life of self-denial. 

Tho denial of self is not the death of 
Self; it is the leading of the best self 
into larger life. It is not the dwarfing 
of the life; it is its development into use- 
fulness, It is not the emasculation of 

‘character; {t is the submission and dis- 
cipline of the life to new and nobler 
motives. 

He best denies himself who best de- 
velops himself with the purpose of serv- 
ing his fellows. What Jesus meant was 
that if any man would be one of his jie 


plethora. It had never learned that 
sirange secret of the best self-develop- 
ment, sacrificing service. 

We need to guard ourselves against 
the delusion that the denial of oneself 
means the impoverishment of the life. 
There can be no true giving of the life 
in service unless there is a wise enrich- 
ing of the self, a thorough fitting for 
the service, The more of a man you 
are, the brighter your intellect, the 
Lroader your sympathies, the better your 
service to the world may be, The sloth 
that sinks the soul in indifference lo 
ils own development js the most sinful 
of all forms of selfishness. 

This way of denial is more, the Mas- 
ter tells His disciples, than an empty- 
ing of the life.

Popular Hobbics With the

Soldiers abroad (especially in Indla), 
cut off from all sources of enjoyment 
obtainable at home, are forced to devise 
means of passing their hours of idle- 
ness. The elementary slage in hobbies 
is knitting socks, hardly the work in 
which orfe would expect soldiers to en- 
gage, but a hobby which is extremely 
popular, That this is so, the following 
will show. 

Recently in a Service paper a man 
of the Cheshire Regiment threw oul ut 
challenge to knit any man in Southern 
India for the championship and a 
stake of 300 rupees ($100) Men often 
purchase new socks from the regimen-

From socks, the natural transition Is 
lo Berlin wool work. This mostly takes 
the form of walst-bells and slippers, and 
men with a good eye for the tasteful 
blending of colors find it an extremely 
profitable hobby, their produCtions find- 
ing a ready sale among comrades. 

One man, who evolved a very pretly 
design in forget-me-nols, was inundat- 
e! with orders for ladies’ slippers, the 
majority of which found their way home 
to sweethearts cnd_ sisters, being in 
many cases represented as the handi- 
work of the sender, 

Another man was a yeritable artist 
in Berlin wool, and his reproduction of 
that famous pieture, 

“THE HUGUENOTS,” 
besides taking a first prize at Poona In- 
dustrial Exhibilion, sold for $150. 

Hearthrugs, quills, and  table-covers 
also occupy the time of many men, be- 
ing made of pieces of military cloth cf 
various colors.

Litchfleld Cakes.—Beat two eggs to a 
suff froth and stir into them one pint of} 
milk. Mix together six ounces each of 
wholemeal and fine flour, a pinch of 
Salt, a teaspoonful each of baking pow- 
der and caster sugar, Work one ounce 
of butter into the flour, and then shake 
the dry ingredients into the milk, beal- 
ing all the time, Bake in small round 
tins, and when cold split open and but- 
ter. 

Rice Bars and Vanilla Sauce.—Cut the 
remains of a cold rice pudding into 
small slices; brush each over with beat- 
en egg, and roll in breadcrumbs; place 
in @ frying basket and fry till golden 
brown in deep fat. Drain on paper by 
the fire while you prepare the sauce. 
Heat some golden syrup in a small 
stewpan, flavor it with vanilla essence, 
and pour round the pile of golden bars. 

Breakfast Scones,—Take one pound of 
flour, two ounces of butter, a pinch of 
salt, an egg, and a teaspoonful of bak- 
ing powder, with as much milk as will 
make the whole into a good dough. 
Rub the butter into the flour, add bak- 
ing powder and salt, and lastly the 
milk. Roll the mixture out, cut into 
eight three-cornered pieces, and bake in 
a quick oven for twenty minutes. 

Prune Pudding.}—Stew some prunes 
and with them fill a pie-dish to a third 
of its depth. The stones of the prunes 
should be removed, Put some nicely- 
boiled rice over the prunes, and on that 
sufficient thick boiled custard to fill the

A good lime wash is made as follows: 
Shake half a bushel of lime into a large 
tub, Into this stir one and a half pints 
of linseed oil, half a pound of blue, three 
pounds of common salt. This should 
only be used for inside work, and will 
wash as well as paint. . 

To keep linoleum nicely, have a pint 
bottle, in it put a quarter of a pint of 
turpentine and three-quarters of a pint 
of linseed oil; mix both together thor- 
oughly, and always shake the bottle be- 
fore using, Apply a very little of this 
to the linoleum and rub it in thorough- 
ly. Then polish with dry, clean dus- 
ters. Constantly wash out the cloth 
used for applying the oil, or there will 
be no polish. Never wash linoleum; if 
it gets dirty, rub it over with a damp 
flannel only, 

An indoor swing is very easily ar- 
ranged from hooks in the ceiling or 
doorway, if in the ceiling, care must be 
taken that it is fixed in a beam. A 
swing is an excellent thing for children, 
and should be so arranged that by push- 
ing with the feet the child can get in 
motion. This exercise will deyelop 
muscle, strength, and symmetry. The 
child should be fastened in so that it is 
impossible for it to fall.

The Legislature Closed. 

A Long Session—Large Amount of 
Useful Legislation Enacted, 

The Ontario Legislature was 
prorogued on Monday, after one of 
the longest sessions on record. A 
large amount of business was tran- 
sacted, and the estimated expendi- 
ture for the year was increased to 
$6,288,000 as compared with 
$5,396,000 last year. Among some 
of the more important enactments 
were the following :— 

In the Education Department 
there has been a general reorgani- 
zation, and the public school system 
has been changed in the direction 
of larger grants to primary educa- 
tion and normal schools, and the 
centralizing of authority. 

The Agriculture Department has 
provided for enforcing sanitation in 
cheese factories, dairies, and 
creameries, and has _ promoted 
changes in the management’ of 
agricultural and horticultural 
societies and fall fairs, Asa side 
issue some favors have been extend- 
ed to the preservation of wood lots. 
Municipal telephones and im- 
proved highways are on the 
programme. 

There has been a complete 
reorganization of the mining laws, 
with a departure in the direction of 
Governmental ownership and 
operation. 

The law regarding steam and 
electric railways has been consoli- 
dated in a comprehensiye Act, and 
arailway and municipal commis- 
sion established to carry out its 
proyisions. 

The Proyincial tax on railways 
was doubled in the case of lines of 


over 150 miles in length. 


The County Councils Act was 


amended so as to re-establish the 
old system of representation from 
the municipalities, with a provi- 
sion against unwieldy numbers. 


In regard to hydro-electric 


power there was an important de- 
farture in the direction of public 
ownership under a Provincial com- 
mission,

A cow will fail to elaborate a full quan- 
tity of milk if she is wet or shivering 
from cold. “ 

Autumn is really a more critical per- 
fod for a cow fresh in milk than winter, 
Cold rains and raw winds are fruitful 
causes of decreasing milk. The first 
makes inactive the muscular system, 
while the latter so disturbs the nervous 
system that It fails to perform its work. 
Cows should therefore not be exposed 
to fall rains, left out during cold nights, 
or confined in muddy and wet yards at 
any time, 

The proof of this was clearly demon- 
strated in an unintentional experiment 
carried out some time since. Some 
changes were being made in the cow 
barn, which made {t inconvenient to 
Stable the cows for a few days, and 
just then a cold rainy spell set in, to 
which the cows were exposed. There 
was not only a very marked shrinkage 
in milk and butter fat at once, but they 
failed to recover during the winter, 
though the feed was liberal and the care 
the best that could he given. 

It was known when the shrinkage 
took place and why, but the attempt to 
recover it failed. The next year such an 
experience was guarded against, and 
the herd gave a daily average of 28.4 
pounds of milk and 1.2 pounds of but- 
' ter-fat, as against 16.11 pounds of milk 
and .8 pounds of butter fat given the 
year before.

Don't fall to spray every season. It 
fs impossible to determine in advance 
whether or not the plant or tree will be 
attacked, Proper spraying is never in- 
jurious.

fn the spring. After the disease has 
developed it may be too late to save the 
plant.

THE LARGE BLACK PIG. 


The Large Blacks are the latest addi- 
tion to the list of registered pure breeds 
England. Little appears to be known 
but they have 


ast of England. They are practi- 
unknown on this continent, 


the Central Experimental Farm at Olta- 
wa a few years ago, and we are not 
aware that they have earned any special 
claim to fayor in this country, though 
they appear to be gaining some ground 
in the Old Land. 

They are a large breed, all black in 
color. The ears are large and drooping, 
and the general type of the animal in- 
clines to coarseness. They are a prolific 
breed, and {t is claimed that they excel 
as bacon producers, though those 
brought to Ottawa proved in that re- 
spect much inferior to some of the 
other breeds kept there. 

The scale of points adopted by the 
Large Black Pig Society of Great Bri- 
tain calls for a head of medium length, 
and wide between the ears; ears long, 
thin, and inclined well over the face; 
jowl medium size; neck fairly long and 
muscular shoulders, smooth, oblique, 
and with narrow plate; back long and 
level -(rising a little to centre of back 
not objected to); sides very deep; ribs 
well sprung; loin broad; quarters long, 
wide, and not dropping; hams large, 
and well filled to hocks; tail set high, 
and not coarse; legs short and straight; 
belly and flank thick and well filled; 
skin fine and soft; coat moderate quan- 
tity of straight, silky hair.

In 1875 he became superintendent cf

{ill he retired in 1899 he was keeper of 
printed books, He invented or adopted 
the invention of the  sliding-press for 
museum uses, so that space can always 
be found for the daily flood of fresh 
publications. But his greatest work 
was the completion of the author cata- 
legue, and the substitution of printing 
for manuscript, whereby space was eco- 
nomized and accessibility increased. 
Such a work will be rivalled only when 
a subject catalogue on as huge a scal 
is ready for use. 

In the catalogue Dr, Garnetl’s nam 
appears as the author of sixty works.)

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Rape furnishes fine pasture for horses, 
cattle, sheep and swine, also fowls, 
writes Prof. Thomas Shuw. But some 
cure is necessary in grazing it down 
with cattle or sheep, lest bloating should 
result. Many valuable sheep have thus 
been lost and in some instances cattle. 
They eat ravenously of the plant, ts 
{bey become very fond of it, and where 
taken thus freely on an empty stomach, 
eas is generated to such an extent that 
}soon the animal dies from suffocation 
if not promptly relieved. But with hors- 
€s and swine no such danger is present, 
and probably for the reason that the 
stomach of these animals is not suflici- 
ently large lo take the food in quanti- 
lies sufficient to produce-the result re- 
| ferred to. 

The conditions that favor bloat are, 
much succulence in the rape, dampness 
on the plants from dew or rain, ond 
feeding upon the rape, while the stom- 
ach is empty. I have noticed that the 
| tendency to produce bloat in rape is 
much greater in the damp climate of 
Ontario than in the drier climate of the 
upper Mississippi basin. But the danger 
is sometimes present in the latter area 
as well as In the former, 

The danger is also ;reater where the 
rape plants are immature and especially 
when the lack of maturity is consid: 
able. When sheep are turned in to 
graze upon half-grown rape, the danger 
cf loss is much greater than when the 
rape is well-grown and has a large 
amount of stalk. The danger Is consid- 
a greater when the rape plants are 
wet. 

When sheep and cattle are turned in 
{o graze on rape, the following caution 
should be observed. They should not 
be allowed to go into the rape while 
hungry at any time. This is especia ly 
{rue when the grazing first begins. The 
plan sometimes adopted is to feed the 
animals some rape food and then turn 
thom into the rape fleld and leave them 
there day and night. 

A second method fs to turn into the 
rape for a short time and then remove 
the animals, leaving them in the rape 
pasture for a longer season every day’ 
tintil they have become accustomed to 
the rape. This plan is safer for cattle 
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than the other, but under some condi- 
fons it may not be necessary, as when 
cther.food Is~growing along with the 
rape. 

RAPE IN MIXTURES. 


Wen rape is sown in grain flelds 
along with the grain and pastured in 
autumn, sometime after the grain has 
teen removed, the grass, and it may be 
weeds and, other grain growing up in 
the fleld, furnish a variety of food along 
with the rape. Because of this the dang- 
er from bloat is very much reduced. 

The same is true of rape grown in 
mixtures. In some instances it is sown 
slong with corn, or sorghum or millet, 
to provide grazing, and when thuse 
grown the hazard is reduced just in pro- 
perlion as the other fods are present. 
It should be remembered, however, that 
under some conditions the element cf 
hazard may still be present, even when 
the rape plants grow among other food. 
Particularly is this true in seasons when 
the food is very succulent. 

A grass pasture at hand is an excel- 
lent aid to a rape pasture, even though 
the grass should have lost much of its 
succulence. This is apt to be the case 
in the early autumn, which is the sea- 
Son when rape is more commonly ready 
fcr being turned in upon. 

Usually the plan is best that turns 
slieep onto rape when it is well grown, 
The rape provides more food when graz- 
et down under these conditions than 
when grazed earlier, and then again 
after it has grown up more or less. It 
{is probable, however, that swine will 
do better on rape when turned in some- 
What earlier, They prefer rape leaves 
green and succulent. Sheep fatten bet- 
ler on rape that has produced much 
of stem. But rape should not be grazed 
by any kind of stock when young, or the 
Flants may be destroyed. 

Grain {s sometimes fed to sheep and 
cottle when grazing on rape, but in 
cther instances none {fs given. The grain 
fed in the early morning will likely les- 
sen the hazard from bloat, and it will 
probably pay to feed it wnder some 
conditions, but sheep will fatten nicely 
or well-grown rape under ordinary 
cenditions without grain. Swine should 
have some additional grain food. 

The owners of pedigreed sheep should 
be careful as to how they graze them 
upon rape. If loss should occur, it is 
heavy because of the value of the sheep. 
But they may be fed on rape cut and 
carted to them without any hazard, es 
the amount fed may be controlled. 


FACTS ABOUT SPRAYING. 


The problem is to accomplish the most 
thorough work at the smallest cost In 
the shortest tlme, The factors are the 
men doing the work, the teams trans- 
porting the material and the tools to 
work with. The itom of labor is placed 
first, because in a commercial orchard, 
that item is far the largest cost and 
means should be taken to make labor 
most effective. 

The work dictates its needs.’ First, 
al!) mixtures should be made quickly, 
easily and with the least labor. The 
spray material making then needs water 
under uressure and means for deliver- 
ing the completed mixture by gravity, 
an elevated tank filled with water sup- 
ply, steam coils and draw,roff valves, 
a store room for materials, scales and 
supplies convenient to the tank. 

Such a spray houso I built at 
end of my wagon shed, providing an 
oblong tank holding 450 gallons and 
divided into three equal compartments 
each having its own steam coll and 
dvaw-off valve, says Mr. S. H. Derby. 
Alt the upper level of the mixing tank, is 
another platform on which stand a bar- 
ret containing a stock solution of blue- 
stone, one pound to a gallon, and a lime 
slaking tank, and also a barrel in which 
to dilute the bluestone. 

Making bordeaux then is simply tak- 
ing so many gallons stock bluestone 
and putting into diluting barrel and al- 
low it to fill with water, straining the

Sanitary Inspectors. 


Will Look After Dairies and Cheese 
Factories. 


Mr, J. H. Echlin, a member of the 
staff of the Kingston Dairy School, 
and one of the dairy instructors for 
eastern Ontario, and Mr. T. J. Dillon, 
of Toronto, have, it is understood, 
been appointed sanitary inspectors, 
under the amendments made last ses- 
sion to the act to prevent fraud in the 
manufacture of attine and cheese, 
The former will enforce the act in 
eastern Ontario and Mr, Dillon will do 
the same in the western parts of the 
Province, Both will give their whole 
time to the work, and will be under 
the direct control of the Agricultural 
Department, They will haye wide 
powers in the way of compelling the 
carrying out of the sanitary vegula- 
tions in respect to cheese factories and 
dairies, and will, moreover, have the 
right to see that proper sanitary con- 
ditions pvevail on farms and other 
places supplying factories and daivies 
with milk, The appointment of in- 
spectors and the powers conferred ou 
them are in keeping with the requests 
of the dairymen’s associations, which 
have strongly urged such action, 

The inspectors are both experts in 
dairying matters. Mr. Dillon was 
formerly a dairy instructor under the 
Proyincial Goyernment, and after- 
wards under the Dominion Goyern- 
ment. Latterly he has been engaged 
by a cheese and butter making firm,

ELECTRIC SMELTING, 


The commercial feasibility of elec- 
tric smelting has been accepted in 
Sweden, where the Stora Kopparbergs 
Akticbolag has voted the sum of 
10,000 kroner (about $28,000) to be 
expended during two years in electric 
smelting. The same company has 
made a contract with the inventor 
(Mr. Gronvall) for the erection of an 
electric furnace with a production of 
ten thousand tonsa year. The firm in 
question is one of the oldest and larg- 
est iron-producing corporations in 
Sweden, haying been incorporated in 
the twelfth century. It includes the 
ablest iron-masters in Sweden, whose 
action goes a long way to corroborate 
the conclusions arising from the 
experiments conducted by the Goyern- 
ment at Sault Ste. Marie. 


Railroad Ballasted With Gold Ore. 


The Eastern Railway of New Mexico 
which is better known as the ** Belem 
cut-off” of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe, will be ballasted with gold 
ore between Mexico and Rio Puerto, 
New Mexico, a distance of 270 miles. 
This ballast rock is obtained from a 
grayel bed adjacent to the new line of 
road, Repeated assays haye shown 
that the ballast runs upward of $2 in 
gold to the ton. About 4,500 tons of 
the rock are used to the mile, making 
the yalue of gold $9,000 to each mile 
of road, or $2,430,000 for the 270 miles, 
The gold values in the rock are not 
sufficient to make it a mining proposi- 
tion, but at the same time it is there, 
and when passengers ride over the 
new cut-off they may feel that they 
are having the distinction of travell- 
ing over the most yaluable piece of 
ballasting in the world,

Bancroft Fire Losses. 


Particulars as to Disastrous Blaze of 
Last Week. 


The Bancroft Times gives the follow- 
ing particulars of the losses and in- 
surance in the George block in that 
village, which was destroyed by fire 
on Tuesday, the 22nd inst,: 

Mr, George estimates his loss on 
building at $3,000 with $1,500 in- 
surance, 

The occupants of the block and their 
losses are as follows: Dr. Embury, 
drug store, $4000, insurance $2000; 
E. L. Weiss, jeweller, $1800, insurance 
$900; Dr. McLean, dentist, $1500, in- 
surance $800. The doctor also lost be- 
tween $300 and $400 which he had in 
his trunk and all his books. Dr, Lea- 
yitt succeeded in saving most of his 
personal effects, but his stock of drugs 
was destroyed. He carried $250 in- 
surance. The masonic hall was located 
in the third story of the building and 
was only opened about two weeks ago. 
There was an insurance of $150 on the 
furnishing, but this will not coyer the 
loss. 

Mr. Weiss lost a case of North Hast- 
ings minerals, which he prized yery 


highly,and which was worth probably 


$200. 

Dr, Embury’s stock in trade to-day 
consists of about $5 worth of fishing 
tackle. This is all that is left ofa 
$4,000 stock. His surgical instruments 
were also destroyed.

This Will be Good Year For 
Dairymen. 


H. B. Cowan, superintendent of fall 
fairs and in close touch with the dairy- 
ing and fruit interests of the proyince, 
is optimistic regarding the outlook for 
these two branches of Agriculture, 
Reports receiyed from every part of 
the proyince are singularly unanimous 
with respect to the excellent outlook 
for the fouit crop. While it is too 
early to base an opinion with any de- 
gree of certainty upon the out ook, 
all the small fruits with the possible 
exception of the strawberry crop in 
the Ottawa Valley, haye come through 
the winter well. The Niagara dis- 
trict appears to haye come out with 
less injury to every kind of fruit than 
in many years.

The out- 
put of butter and cheese will be larger 
than ever before, notwithstanding the 
fact that cattle ave higher than for 
years past, i is very backward, 
but fodder is plentiful, and no_scar- 
city is being occasioned, although the 
season is from ten days to two weeks 
later than usual,

FAV IAAL PEE ERED 
CANNING MEAT. 

Living on a farm twelve miles from 
market, one of my greatest problems 
|has been to have fresh meat during the 
| hot weather, writes Mrs. G. H. Wheeler. 
|My husband calls me a crank on can- 
;ning and one day the idea of canning 
}meat came to ine and I soon had a 
chance to try it. Every year we fatten 
jand kill several calves. ‘The next time 
one was butchered, instead of selling the 
biggest share of it as we had done pre- 
| viously, we kept the most of it, even ‘f 
it was hot weather and only two adulls 
in the family. 

The meat was cut up so that I could 
easily get the pieces into my largest 
kettles, and I cooked slowly in water 
Slightly salted, until the meat could be 
readily picked from the bones. After it 
had been cooled sufficiently to be hand- 
led I separated it, putting the best and 
largest pieces into one set of jars and 
packing the smaller pieces into others. 

I use the self-sealing glass jar, quart 
size, After filling with meat I poured 
into each enough of the pot liquor, which 
had been boiling down in the mean- 
while, to completely fill. The covers 
were put on and the top put in place. 
Then they were placed in the boiler on 
the stove with enough warm water so 
that they were completely covered. The 
lower part of each jar was wrapped 
with an old cloth or towel so that when 
they began to boil there would be no 
danger of loss by breakage. 

After the waler had been brought to 
a boll it was kept at the boiling point for 
two hours. Before taking the jars from 
the water, and while they were still 
covered, I finished sealing. This sounds 
more difficult than it really is. 1 hold 
the can firmly by pressing down upon 
the top, usually with a large two-lined 
fork. My other tool is the lid lifter 
the stove. With that in my right hand 
I push down the wire that seals the can. 
I have yet to find o canful that has not 
kept perfectly. When it is opened the 
liquor will be a solid jelly and over the 
top will be a thin layer of the hardened 
fat. Here are some of the ways in 
which I use the contents, and an ingen- 
fous housekeeper can originate many

them to seek their fortune elsewhere. — 


KEEP SHEEP. 


The sheep business is a safe invest- 
nient every time. It provides the most 
profitable annual crop on the farm. A 
few years ago many farmers did not 
want sheep and some said land was too 
valuable to keep sheep, but now while 
the price of land is getting higher every 
year, nearly everybody wants them. 
‘Ihey are considering everything except, 
perhaps, wool, no more profitable now 
than they were when nobody wanted 
them, ; 

It appears to me that farmers do not 
realize what it requires to succeed with 
sheep. We base our claim for this as 
being the most profitable branch of ani- 
mal industry, not wholly or the ordin- 
ary profit it brings the farmer, but in 
Coing this we consider many things be- 
sides the mere returns that are receiy- 
ed for the mutton and wool. Not least 
omong these is the sheep's ability to turn 
{) cash so much of the farm products 
that would otherwise be a waste, and 
also their ability to consume many nox- 
fous weeds, thus ridding the farm of 
them without any expense to the own- 
er. 

We also consider the fact that except 
during lambing time there is less work 
in caring for them than any other stock. 
In some localities there are flelds where 
cther animals could not live, but sheep 
would do well. In caring for sheep, if 
well bedded and kept dry as they should 
he, it is not necessary to clean the 
slable every day as it is for other ani- 
mals, 

For those that now contemplate go- 
ing into the sheep business, I would 
sy, do not be disappointed if you ~do, 

t your 
gains as compared with other «stock. 
Sheep, should have salt before them at 
all limes. A sheep will consume more 
feed as compared with its weight than 
a cow but consider it is producing a 
crop of wool and lambs at the same 
lime. Sheep should have exercise every 
Gay for some weeks before lambing 
time, 


FEEDING SMALL 


I feed mostly chopped grain the whole 
year to small pigs, writes Mr. John S, 
Naugel. I use corn, oats and rye about 
equal parts, chopped together, This is 
mixed in a thin slop with about one- 
third bran. I also use buckwheat and 
wheat for chop when it Is not too ex- 
pensive, I generally let my pigs suck 
until they are seven or olght weeks old,
